The Secr«IHy-i3o>«tal of the United Nations presents his compliments to (he Peimanenl ReptEscnIative 
of the United St»le» of America to the United Nations and othci iiitemationat organiiaiioTii in Geneva and has the 
honour to refer to his Note Verbalc of 7 November 2005 concerning tbc reports of the United States of America, 
submiued in accordance vnAi article 40 of the IntemaUonat Covenant on Civil and Political Rishis for transmission to 
the Huttian Ri^ts Committee. 

At ilt 86th "session, the Committee confTrrned that the reports oflhe United States of America arc scheduled 
to be considered during the Himitn Ri^ts Committee's session on Monday, 17 July (from lihOOto ltliOO)and 
Tuesda/, 18 iuly 2006 (from lObOOto 13h0(% at (he Palais desNation£. United lAtiou Office, at Geneva (Canfaence 
Room number to be provided at a later sage). Nevertheless, as expltined during the working lunch between the 
Comminee's Chaitpenon and the Uniled Slates delegation in New Yoik on K March 2006 and in the ttiMhcdnote for 
the pfesealation of reports to the Human Rights Coounittee, white at your rcqtiest, the Conmittee is planning 2 
meetings; addition^ time may be needed to complete the examination ofthc reports, a practice already followed by the 
Conuttlttee for jevecil Mhcr Stales parties repOfiS. Thoefore, the Comimttee would ^iprtciaie the same cocqieralion 
and flexibility fiom die United StUes deie^aiion. In onter to feciliiaic the participation of ibe Oel^tion of Your 
Excellency's Govemraent at the Cooinliltee's 87* session, an advance unedited vmion oflhe list of issues adopted by 
the Human Rights Committee during its S6th session is attached to this note to assist the Delegation of Your 
Excelloicy's Government for the preparation oflhe oral hearing. As mentioned during the above-mentioned working 
lunch dated tC MaRh 2006, <lbc ConmAiee would apiJreciate it if wiiien rqpHes to the list of iituec could be limited 
to a maximum of 30 p«gc$ and be f^wwaided at ittSt 3 wedcs prior ihe examination of the itport. The ConunNtee 
would tlto be most gpttciiil if written iqdies could be ml in English. French and Spanish as was aiggcstcd by the 
delegation on 16MMelt 2006. 

The SedcSofaOcnBral would appreciate bdng informed in writing of ihc names and titles of die 
repretentati>'M tvfaom His Excdleney withes to designate for the above-ncntloTiBd purpose. >
